The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the methods as claimed for the reasons given by applicant in 
the argument filed December 30, 2003. Note that in the claims "washing" has been 
interpreted in view of the specification to be a different process from simple aspiration.
